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Jury venire law ruled unconstitutional

Last Thursday, July 17, William 
Hightower, Circuit Judge - Coffee 
County, Alabama (by special assign- 
ment), declared Legislative Act 96- 
454 unconstitutional. 

He ruled that the Act which 
changed the way juries are selected 
in Coffee County was “unconstitu- 
tional in violation of Article 1, §6, 
Article 4, §105 of the Constitution of 
‘Alabama, 1901, and the Sixth and 
Fourteenth Amendments to the Con- 
Stitution of the United States,” 

Judge Hightower further stated in 
his ruling that “the defendants will 
draw all grand and petit jury venires 
for Coffee County, Alabama, only 
from the division in which the trial 
will be held.” 

The Act, No. 96-454, was intro- 
duced during the 1996 session of the 
Alabama Legislature by Representa- 
tive Garreth Moore and was passed 


Judge cancels

A judge’s recent ruling in the 
case testing the constitutionality 
of the new county-wide jury ve- 
nire law affected scheduled court 
in Coffee County. 

An order was issued Monday, 
July 21, cancelling the criminal 
jury term of court set for August 
11, 1997 in the Enterprise Divi- 
sion. 

The order signed by Circuit 
Judge Gary L. McAliley, Presid- 
ing Circuit Judge of the 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit, stated, “Therefore, as 
an acting Circuit Judge has de- 
clared the ‘Moore Bill’ to be un- 
constitutional, until such time as 
the Alabama Supreme Court can 
resolve the issue of the ‘Moore 
Bill’s’ constitutionality, no defen- 
dant indicted by a Coffee 
‘County-wide’ grand jury should 
be tried by jury.” 

che McAliley said it is pos- 
sible that a divisional grand jury 
could be convened to review the 
cases of those individuals who

The local act clea an Pot 
jury pool in Coffee County. Hereto- 
fore, juries had been selected in each 
judicial division -- Elba Division and 
Enterprise Division -- depending on 
which division the criminal or civil 
matter had allegedly occurred, 

Also, the local act called for 

d juries to be selected from 
county-wide jury venires. 

This was the second time the new 
jury venire law had been challenged 
in court, An earlier case was heard 
by Judge Hightower in October of 
1996 and ruled on in November of 
1996. 

In that case, Judge Hightower 
ruled that “Act 96-454 does not ap- 
ply to crimes alleged to have been 
committed prior to May 20, 1996, 
and is not unconstitutional as to 
those offenses.” 

Representative Garreth Moore

Should the indictments be re- 
affirmed, the court would be 
ready to try those individuals re- 

dless of which way the Ala- 

Supreme Court rules. 

In the meantime, the latest rul- 
ing does not mean that all those 
individuals presently under in- 
dictment will be released from 
jail or bond. 

According to authorities, there 
are other laws on the books which 
will ensure that those individuals 
who have allegedly committed 
criminal offenses will be held ac- 
countable. 

District Attomey Mark Fuller 
spoke with the Attorney Gener- 
al’s office Tuesday moming and 
he was told that the court’s re- 
cently ruling will be appealed to 
the Alabama Supreme Court. 

Although District Attomey 
Mark Fuller personally supports 
the county-wide jury venire law, 
he states that he will uphold the 
law whatever it may be. It is his 
sworn duty. 


No more Food Stamp 
coupons after September 


Alabama Department of Human 
Resources (DHR) Commissioner 
Martha Nachman announced last 
week that her agency will issue the 


State’s last Fi Stamp coupons in 
September, 
Beginning in October, all Ala- 


bama Food Stamp benefits will be is- 
sued through DHR’s electronic Ben- 
efit Security Card system. 

“Alabama retailers will continue 
to accept Food Stamp coupons for 
several years because other slates 
will still be issuing them,” said Com- 
missioner Nachman, “but DHR is 
saying goodbye to the coupons.” 

The Food Stamp Program has 
been in operation statewide in ala- 
bama since 1974, Early pilot pro- 
grams were implemented in the state 
shortly after Congress created the 
pro in 1964, 

_ Commissioner Nachman said the 
switch from coupons to electronic 
cards is being made to improve ser- 
vices to recipients and save tax dol- 
lars, The electronic system will cut 
the administrative costs of issuing 
Food Stamp benefits in half and save

DHR has successfully completed 
its four-month pilot of the new elec- 
tronic system in Jefferson, Mont- 
gomery, and Russell counties. 

The system was evaluated by an 
independent contractor--the Unisys 
Corporation--and the state has been 
given federal approval to go state- 
wide with it. 

“We are extremely pleased with 

the pilot,” said the Commissioner, 
“The system is remarkably trouble- 
free,” 
“Merchants, bankers, and welfare 
recipients in the pilot counties have 
all been receptive to the system,” she 
added 


All banks and grocery store 
chains in the state are equipped to 
accept the card. 

¢ Benefit Security Card system 
will expand to 14 additional Ala- 
bama counties in August, to 28 
counties in September, and to the fi- 
nal 22 counties in October, Coffee 
County will be included in the final 
22 counties to implement the card 


system. 
Alabama developed the electronic 


system as part of an eight-state coali- { 


tion, but Alabama was the first state 
in the coalition to implement the sys- 
tem, Alabama's system is also the 
first in the nation to include federal 
as well as state benefits, 

In addition to Food Stamps, the 
electronic setae includes Family 
Assistance (formerly AFDC), Social 
Security, Supplemental Security in- 
come, and some federal pensions. 
Child Support payments and Wom- 
en, Infanis, and Children (WIC) food 
instruments may be added later, 

The card can be used in partici- 
pating grocery stores to buy food, 

ecipients who receive cash benefits 
can use their cards to get cash at au- 
tomated teller machines or make 
debit transactions, 


cerning the court’s latest ruling con- 
cerning Act No. 96-454. 

He said, “In 1996, I passed an act 
designed to bring more unity to this 
county. It has been constantly under 
attack by a small group of special in- 
terests. This is nothing new to me. 

“I was the most opposed member 
of the Alabama House by trial law- 
yers and other special interests dur- 
ing the 1994 election cycle. 

“I owe my loyalty only to the 
people of this county, not to the law- 
yers.” 

Moore indicated that the matter 
will go before the Supreme Court of 
Alabama which is vested with the fi- 
nal authority in matters such as this 
constitutional challenge. 

“I'll await their decision before 
deciding if there needs to be a local 
constitutional amendment regarding 
this issue introduced in the 1998 reg- 
ular session,” he said. “I have no 
problem letting the people vote on 
this issue if that is what it takes to 
address our local needs without be- 
ing controlled by a small group with 
obvious vested interests.” 

The attorneys representing the 
planintiffs in this case were pleased 
with the judge’s ruling, 

The case was filed by attorneys 
Jeff W. Kelley, Paul Young and J. 
Stafford Pittman on behalf of Larry 
Pope, Billy Ray Farris and James 
Keith Johnson. Both civil and crimi- 
nal matters were involved in the 
case. 

The new county-wide jury venire 
law was recently endorsed, without 
dissent, by the Coffee County Com- 
mission. It also is supported by the 
12th Judicial Circuit District Attor- 
ney’s office.

Sen. Adams authors bills 
dealing with appointments 


State Senator Dwight Adams an- 
nounced Monday that he plans to in- 
troduce on the first day of the next 
legislative session two bills 
change the way the Alabama Senate 
confirms gubernatorial appoint- 
ments, 

Senator Adams said that he pre- 
pared the bills after reading a recent 
editorial in the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser. The Advertiser editorial sug- 
gested time limits on those appoint- 
ments by the governor which require 
Senate confirmation. 

One of the bills covers those ap- 
pointments made by the governor 
pursuant to the requirements of gen- 
eral or local law. The other bill cov- 
ers those appointments made pursu- 
ant to the Alabama Constitution, 

Senator Adams’ bills provide for 
gubernatorial appointments to be 
made by the govemor and submitted 
to the Senate for confirmation within 


60 days of the occurrence of the va- 
cancy. 
If the appointment is not made in 


lO* a timely manner by the governor, the 


right to make the appointment will 
pass to the lieutenant governor. 

In either instance, the nominee 
for the appointment will be deemed 
to be confirmed if a majority of the 
full Senate does not vote to reject the 
sponindnent prior to adjournment of 

fifth legislative day after which 
the confirmation is presented to the 
Senate during any regular or special 
session of the legislature. 

If these bills are passed, the new 
procedure will prevent a_long- 
running controversy such as the one 
involving the Aubum University 
Board of Trustees. 

Senator Adams will attempt to get 
these bills passed during the special 
session later this year.

Alabama State Troopers see 
increase in manpower 


Alabamians are seeing more state 
troopers on duty statewide as a result 
of the state’s on-going effort to boost 
trooper manpower. 

Col, L. N. Hagan, director of the 
Department of Public Safety (DPS), 
said “Trooper levels are increasing, 
thanks to the commitment of Gov, 
Fob James and the Alabama Legisla- 
ture,” 

Gov. James said he wants Ala- 
bama’s roadways to be safe and will 
work to further increase the number 
of troopers on the highways. 

“People need to know we have al- 
ready increased the number of state 
troopers in Alabama by 110 during 
the past three years,” said James, 

“Without question, we have an in- 
creased trooper presence on Ala- 
bama’s highways, and we're going 
to increase even more,” 

The additional troopers will allow 
Public Safety to “proactively help 
motorists, arrest drunken drivers, en- 
force traffic laws and pursue crimi- 
nal investigations,” according to Col, 
Ha 


gan, 

Currently, Public Safety employs 
699 stale troopers, 508 of whom are 
assigned to the Highway Patrol Divi- 
sion, with the remaining troopers as- 
signed to the Alabama Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Driver License, Service 
and Administrative divisions. 

Two classes of troopers have 
graduated from the department's 
academy this year to increase troop- 
er personnel, with hiring of a third 
class scheduled for August. Two ad- 
ditional classes are planned for the 
1997-98 Fiscal Year. 

A 1981 Craven and Associates 
study conducted for the Alabama 
Personne! Department recommended 


a trooper manpower level of 927, 
based upon registered vehicles, li- 
censed drivers, population and miles 
driven. Public Safety is revising this 
figure to reflect current statistical 
and demographic data.

Tax Relief is More than Numbers to Working Families 


With so much talk lately about 
numbers in the Congressional tax cut 
plan, it’s easy to lose sight of what 
these tax cuts mean to working fami- 
lies who haven’t experienced federal 
tax relief in 16 yea" s. 

This month a group of work- 
ing mothers came to Capitol Hill to 
remind lawmakers that tax relief is 
more than abstract numbers.

To Debra, a divorced mother 
of a 17-year-old, an 11-year-old, and 
a 10-year-old, being able to keep more 
of her own money means being able 
to help her three children reach their 
dreams. The House-passed Taxpayer 
Relief Act will make things a little 
easier for Debra, her family, and mil- 
lions of other Americans. 

With the child and educatign 
tax credits, Rehga will keep more of 
what she earns, making it easier for 
hertosend her kids to college to fulfill 
their dreams. In fact, with just the 
child tax credit in the House plan, 
Debra will have $800 more of her 
Own money next year, and $1000 in 
the following years. She can also 
save for her children’s college educa- 
tion by putting money inan American 
Dream Savings Account, which would 
allow her to save money tax-free for 
her younger children’s higher educa- 
tion. 


Under the House and Senate plans, 
Moiraand her family will receive full 
credit.

The Taxpayer Relief Act is 
targeted squarely toward the middle- 
income taxpayers — 76% of our tax 
relief goes to taxpayers who earn less 
than $75,000.

In Alabama, what exactly does 
"equal" mean? Equal job opportunity 
for all citizens? Certainly. Equal op- 
portunity for higher education? Ac- 
cording to Governor Fob James, not 
anymore. I was compelled to write 
this after reading the latest article re- 
porting the barrage of attacks against 
the two-year college system in this 
state. The Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education's (ACHE's) recent 
suggestions for budget cuts will crip- 
ple the only educational institutions 
in Alabama that guarantee equal ac- 
cess to higher education. 

When I graduated from high 


school, accessibility to college never d 


crossed my mind. I was fortunate 
enough to attend Birmingham South- 
ern College as an undergraduate and 
later two state universities as a grad- 
uate student. However, as an English 
instructor at Sparks State Technical 
College, I have met many students 
who, due to life circumstances, are 
not the "typical" college students in 
the sense that they are young, care- 
free, and are "preparing for life." 
These students are mature, careful, 
(and often careworn), and are prepar- 
ing for earning an adequate living. A 
two-year college is their ONLY ave- 
nue for a college education and an 
equal life chance. 

Many of my students overcome 
personal difficulties and economic 
obstacles every day to pursue a high- 
er quality of life through higher edu- 
cation. These students possess an ex- 
traordinary sense of determination to 
improve the condition of the lives of 
themselves and their families. 

Many Sparks students work the 
night shift at local factories so they 
can attend classes during the day and 
continue to feed their families. 
Sparks educates many single parents 
who work all day and attend night 
classes. 

Many of our students are the first 
persons in their families to go to col- 
lege. (In fact, the American Techni- 
cal Education Association reports 
that 65% of technical two-year col- 
lege students are first-generation col- 
lege.) 

Many of my students enrolled at 
Sparks after being laid off because 
of factory closings--let go from jobs 
in which some had invested 30 
years.

They may apply by completing the applications forms sent home with a letter to parents. Additional copies are 
available at the principal's office in each school. The information provided on the application is confidential 
and will be used only for the purpose of determining eligibility, The information on the plication may be 
verified at any time during the school year, Applications may be submitted any time nine Ge school year, 


In accordance with program regulations school officials will be verifying the income of some households at 
some time during the school year. Selected households will be requested to provide income documentation in 
order to continue receiving free and reduced-price meals, 


The social security number must be provided for the primary wage earner or household member who signs the 
application, Aliens ineligible for social security numbers should indicate their status on the application. 


In certain cases, foster children are also eligible for these benefits, If a family has such children living with 
them and wishes to apply for such meals for them, they should contact the school, 


In the operation of child feeding programs, no child will be discriminated against because of race, sex, color, 
religion, national origin, age or mental or physical handicap, 


Under the provision of the free and reduced-price meal policy, the principal of each schoo! will review the ap- 
plications and determine eligibility. 


If a parent is dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he may wish to discuss it in more detail with that offi- 
cial, If a parent wishes to review the ruling further after discussing it with the school, he has a right to a fair 
hearing. This can be done by making a request either orally or in writing to Roger K, Bowden, Coffee 
County Schools Superintendent, whose address is 400 Reddock Hill Road, Elba, AL 36323 or Dale 
Crowe, Elba City Schools CNP Director, whose address is 101 Tiger Drive, Elba, AL 36323. 


Hearing procedures are outlined in the free and reduced-price meal policy. 


If a household member becomes unemployed or if the household size changes, the household should contact 
the school to file a new application. Such changes may make the children of the household eligible for free or 
reduced-price meals if the household income falls at or below the level shown above. 


A complete copy of the Policy is on file in each school and in the office of the Su intendent of Coffee 
County Schools and Elba City Schools, where it may be reviewed by any interested care. 


All questions on the free and reduced-price application must be completed, Failure to include information on 
household members, income or food stamp case number, information on social security, and the signature of 
an adult household member will result ia the denial of benefits.

*Helping out with the ongoing 
labor of caring for so many mouths 
to feed and keeping their residences 
livable are Monroe Maddox and 
Odell Belcher. The animals know 
and respond to these friends and 
Bill, but when a stranger arrives, 
their behavior reflects their unease 
in various ways: the deer scamper, 
the ostriches crane their necks a lit- 
tle higher and expand their wings as 
they plod deliberately around the in- 
side of their pen, and the bovine 
species watch curiously and bleat. 


When Bill brought in the shaggy- 
maned, golden paruagaan in ol 
lander mountain cow, “the ostriches 
went into a frenzy - they thought it 
was a lion!”

UPDATE 

As of today, Wednesday, July 16, 
both the cotton and peanuts are 
growing like crazy and both have a 
good potential to make a good crop. 
Peanuts have a tremendous amount 
of Tomato Spotted Wilt Virus in 
them. This may or may not produce 
a great crop loss at harvest, as often 
the healthy peanuts will stretch out 
and produce extra peanuts making 
up for the lost plants. 

The corn has just about made. I 
don't know of anyone who made 
their record crop this year, but al- 
most everyone did make a good 
crop. That is kind of rare as almost 
every year because of spotted rains, 
some growers have a corn failure. 
Soybeans are also doing quite well. 


COTTON 

As you know, earliness is a key to 
cotton production. Because of our 
cotton crop being about two to two 
and a half weeks behind schedule, 
you will still want to strategize for 
earliness. There are several things 
that will prolong cotton harvest. The 
first of these would be plant bugs. 
Losing early squares will just pro- 
long days till harvest. Nitrogen is 
critical to cotton growth, About 90 
units of N applied just as the plant 
needs it is the key. Too much nitro- 
gen or too-late-applied nitrogen of- 
ten produces excessive vegetative 
growth and delays harvest and 
makes defoliation difficult. With all 
the rains we have had, adding Sulfur 
to the Nitrogen side-dress mix would. 
pay off. Pixing your cotton in a time- 
ly matter will help to enhance fruit 
growth and increase earliness. If you 
have not been using Pix, this year 
would be a good one to start.

Canola in hog 
diets- will it work? 


Swine production is a major in- 
dustry around the Wiregrass. Many 
folks have continued through good 
and bad times to do a good job with 
their hogs. Feed cost, by far, are the 
number one indicator for making 
profits. Because of this, many people 
have been interested in canola’as a 
feed. I will try to give you a brief re- 
sponse. 

Canola can be used to replace 
some or all of the protein from soy- 
bean meal in diets for grow/finish 
hogs. It typically contains 38% pro- 
tein. 2.3% lysine and 13% fiber. 
Most data on feeding canola is from 
Canada, so the high fiber is not such 
as issue as it is here. The bottom line 
on feeding canola meal is price and 
availability. 

There is no one in Alabama that 
will admit to crushing canola. Any 
meal available to us must be coming 
from Chattanooga, Augusta or possi- 
bly Kentucky. As far as the price, 
$240 per ton looks to be the maxi- 
mum price for inclusion in finishing 
diets, based on $320 per ton for 
SBM48 and 3.25 per bushel for corn. 

Canola meal can replace all of the 
protein from soybean meal for fin- 
ishing pigs (120 pounds to market), 
but should be limited to 300 pounds 
per ton in grower diets (60 to 120 
pounds). Feeding these levels had no 
effect on pig performance in Canadi- 
an trials. 

Because of the fiber content, we 
may expect a slight reduction in feed 
intake and growth during the sum- 
mer with these levels in Alabama.

Coming in out 


of the rain 


Let's face it. No one enjoyed be- 
ing out on the rain. Unfortunately, 
that included some insects. with all 


the wet weather Alabama has experi- § 


enced recently, you may have no- 
ticed an increase in the number of in- 
sects coming inside your home. ~ 

Millipedes invading homes can 
be a problem when there is a lot of 
moisture, And as some homeowners 
have discovered, millipedes are not 
insects but belong to the arthropod 
class Diplopoda which means "two 
footed." Millipedes have more than 
one pair of legs per body segment. 

Other insects also may be noticea- 
ble with the wet summer weather. 
For example, pillbugs (commonly 
called sowbugs or rolly pollies) may 
be more noticeable around your 
house and potted plants, 

During and after rains, argentine 
ants may be a problem. They are 
trying to get away from wet weather 
so they come inside your home, 
Wipe down trails of Argentine ants 
with warm soapy water and use a 
bait for control. 

Scorpions also may be coming in- 
side your home because of the wet 
weather. This is also time of year 


they are having their babies. The § 


Southern Devil Scorpion is the most 
prevalent scorpion in Alabama. Leaf 
litter and wood piles are their habits 
of choice. 

Usually , you will find one scor- 
pion in your home instead of an in- 
vasion of them. However, on rare 
occasions they can build up in great 
numbers, 

Check closets and storage boxes 
for scorpions, One way to check for 
scorpions is to wait unit it is dark 
and shine a black light. Scorpions 
are fluorescent in black light and 
will turn a bluish color under the 
light. 

Anything registered for flying or 
crawling insects can be used for con- 
trolling scorpions, However, if you 
find only one or two scorpions in- 
ate simply sweep them back out- 
side,

BLUEBERRIES 


Blueberries are ripe all over the 
county, While we have a good sup- 
ply, you might want to preserve 
some of them. Following are some 
of the recommended methods. 

To freeze blueberries by the tray 
pack method, pack unwashed berries 
in a single layer on a baking sheet or 
tray. (If berries are washed before 
freezing, they tend to have tough 
skins.) Berries should not be crowd- 
ed on the tray. Place them in the 
freezer. 

When frozen, pack berries into 
containers. Fasten lids or seal secure- 
ly and return to freezer. Wash ber- 
ries before using. To dry pack, place 
unwashed berries into containers, 
leaving a 1/2 inch headspace. Fasten 
lids or seals securely and freeze. 
Wash berries before using. 


2 quarts blueberries 
7 1/2 cups sugar 
12 ounces liquid pectin 

Wash blueberries and discard bad 
ones. Thoroughly crush berries, one 
layer at a time, in a large, thick- 
bottom saucepan. Bring to a boil on 
high heat; cover and simmer 5 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. Extract 
juice by straining through a colander 
and then through a jelly bag or a 
double layer of cheesecloth. 

Do not press or squeeze the bag 


as this will cause jelly to be cloudy. 
Measure 4 cups berry juice into a 
large saucepan. Stir in sugar. Place 
on high heat, stirring-constantly, and 
bring to a full rolling boil that cannot 
be stirred down. Add the liquid pec- 
tin and heat again to a full rolling 
boil. Boil rapidly for 1 minute, Re- 
move from heat and quickly skim off 
foam, Fill hot jars imrnediately with 
jelly, leaving a 1/4-inch headspace. 


Wipe jar rims and adjust lids. Pro- 


cess in a boiling water bath canner. 


Half pints, 5 minutes. 


3/4 cup sugar : 

1/4 cup soft vegetable shortening (or 
butter)

Garbage container discussion consumes commission meeting

Although the Coffee County 
Commission’s Monday morning 
meeting agenda had only one item of 
business on the agenda it lasted just 
over one hour. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, the question of garbage came 
up sparking a lengthy discussion and 
several motions. 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
stated that he wanted to clarify one 
thing concerning the delivery of gar- 
bage containers. 

“Each resident doesn’t have to go 
pick up their garbage container,” he 
said, “The contractor is required by 
the terms of the contract to deliver 
the container to each resident.” 

The terms of the contract signed 
with MDI (Mark Dunning Indus- 
tries) of Dothan states: “Household 
waste shall be collected by the Con- 
tractor at curb side from one con- 
tractor-provided and maintained 90- 
gallon roll-out container once per 
week. The Contractor is responsible 
for coordinating and delivering to 
each residence.” 

In the last commission meeting 
(July 14), Jeff Massey, representing 
MDI, appeared before the commis- 
sion and briefed them on plans for 
the transition of the county’s gar- 
bage collection. 

The company’s plan called for 
county residents to come by a central 


location and sign up for collection 
service with MDI and at the same 
time pick up their 90-gallon contain- 
er 


The site selected by MDI for the 
sign-up and container distribution is 
near the Coffee County Health De- 
partment building in Enterprise. 

Massey was asked at that time 
why the carts were not being deliv- 
ered to each household. He stated in 
pa experiences in start-ups (6 to 7), 

y his company, this method has 
proved to be the best way. 

He also noted that no accurate, 
up-to-date list exists of the house- 
holds enrolled in the county’s 
present garbage collection service. 

Advertisement was placed with 
local newspapers and radio stations 
notifying the public of the time and 
dates county residents could begin 
signing up for the service. Flyers are 
also being circulated throughout the 
county. 

Commissioner Dalrymple had 
questioned the company’s method of 
sign-up and container distribution at 
the last commission meeting. 

In Monday’s meeting, he noted 
that he had received numerous calls 
concerning the distribution proce- 
dure, and he wanted the terms of the 
contract signed with MDI made 
clear. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made a motion that MDI adhere to 


the terms of the contract and that 
containers be delivered to county 
residents. His motion was seconded 
by Commissioner Bernest Brooks. 

Commissioner Stephens’ motion 

in a 4-3 vote. Commissioners 
tephens, Brooks, Dalrymple, and 
Len Averett supported the motion 
while Commissioners Linda West- 
brook, Kayo Lewis, and Tom Grim- 
sley opposed the motion. 

Those commissioners opposin 
Stephens’ motion expressed their 
opinion that MDI was meeting, at 
the present time, the terms of the 
contract. County attorney Kenneth 
Fuller agreed. 

The matter was not quite laid to 
rest. A short time later, Commission- 
er Averett made another motion con- 
cerning garbage. His motion was 
that the garbage container pick-up 
and service sign-up center remain in 
place allowing citizens to pick up 
their container if they choose to do 
so. Averett’s motion passed by a 
unanimous vote. 

It was suggested by commission- 
ers that anyone having any questions 
conceming the “garbage pick-up en- 
roliment and container delivery” 
should call MDI at 1-800-735-5111. 

Tuming to other matters, the 
commissioners heard a request from 
Angelo Fanucci. He asked the com- 
mission for financial assistance in 
acquiring a van to be used in trans- 
porting disabled veterans. 


State installs new digital license system

The Coffee County Probate 
Judge’s office in Elba is “learning” 
the new digital driver’s license sys- 
tem recently installed by the state. 

According to installers, individu- 
als should be receiving their new 
driver’s license quicker and in the 
meantime, their temporary license 
will have their photo (black & white) 
on them. 

The new driver’s license issuing 
system presently being used by 35 
other states and Canada replaces an 
11-year-old system. 

The camera used to take the ap- 
plicant’s photograph has been re- 
placed by a video camera. The new 
camera “freeze frames” the image al- 
lowing the operator to check and in- 
sure a “good photo” (in color) of the 
individual for the permanent driver’s 
license. 

According to Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety officials, the 
new system will provide better driv- 
er license security while insuring 
more efficient, reliable customer ser- 
vice and speedier production of the 
license.

Fanucci explained that the present 
van had more than 300,000 miles on 
it and the local VFW Post was sct to 
receive a van in 1998, This vehicle is 
used to carry disabled vets to medi- 
cal appointments, to the hospital, 
and on many other beneficial trips. 

Commissioners voted to place 
$2,500 in next year’s budget to be 
used toward paying for this new ve- 
hicle. 

Charles Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency, briefed the commission on 
the progress of E-911 in the county. 

“We are making great progress in 
assigning addresses throughout the 
county,” he said. “We have complet- 


_ed more than half of the rural area of ff 


the county.” 

He noted that city and towns of 
Elba, New Brockton, and Kinston 
will be done last. 

Webb commented that several in- 
dividuals have questioned why num- 
bers aren’t closer together on houses 
out in the country that have no other 
structures between them. 

He explained that a standard num- 
bering system used nationwide is be- 
ing used by LAS Systems. Each mile 
of road has 1000 numbers assigned 
to it. For example: if a house or 
structure on Co. Rd. 300 has a num- 
ber of 250 on it, this indicates that it 
is one-quarter mile from the begin- 
ning of the road. 

Webb also commented that low 
numbers will start at the road’s ori- 
gin and increase from west to east, 
and south to north. 

All emergency responders in the 


county will be issued a directory 
containing cach and every E-911 
listing in Coffee County when the 
system is complete. 

Webb also told commissioners, 
on the economic side, the E-911 
mapping contractor is putting about 
35 to 40 percent of the money he is 
being paid ($87,900) to do the map- 


sionering.” 

Commissioner Westbrook  re- 
quested that Co. Rd. 420 be extend- 
ed one-tenth of a mile and that the 
county maintain the extension. At 
the present time, the dirt road is be- 
ing maintained by the individuals 
who live on the road.
